Tre AntivOpium Teague in China “has 
just published in pamphlet form reports 
made in 1902 by the Amerizan Consuls at 
Shanghai, “Hongkong, Chefoo, Foochow, 
Amoy, and Tientsin on “ Opium in China.’ 
We gather from the preface that ‘these 
reports were called for. by’ the Honourable 
Davip J. Huis, while Acting Sceretary of 
“State, after an interview with the Rev. 
H. G, Dv Boss, who is the president of the 
Anti-Opium League in China. The cireular 
igaued to the American Consuls asked for 
information on the following aspects of the 
question. : . : 
(1,) To what extent is the arable land of 
China uow devoted to the culture of the 
poppy? (2) What is known of the in- 
crease of the cultura of the poppy during 
xecent years? (3.) What is known of the 
growth of the opium habit among the Chi- 
nese people? (4.) Is. the increase of the 
ulture of the poppy tending to diminish 
the production of cereals? (5.) To what 
extent, if any, does the use of opium affect 
the purchasing power_of the Chinese people 
ag regards American products P 
The reports were not published By the’ 
Department of State, but typewritten copies 
were supplied to the Anti-Opium League, 
_who have printed them for circulation. 
The reports are chiefly remarkable for the 
vagueness of the information they contain, 
and the conflict of testimony on some of 
the main points: 


and-gecond questions regarding the cultiva- 
tion of the poppy in-China, Consul GoopNow 
replies that as there are no existing statistics 


| covering the ground of thése questions he 
‘finda it impossible to give any oxiet in- 


formation, but all observers, he says, “ bear 
“testimony, to the great extent to which 
“districts are piven. up to the cultivation of 
“tho poppy, especially in the West and 
“South.” He repo-rta alyo that during the 
last ten years there has been 2 stea: ly declin? 

in the importation of opium, and adds that 
during the-same period the culture of opium 
has continued to increase in all parts of the 
country, particularly in Yunnan, Szechuen 
and Kiangsi. In some parts of Yunnan it 
hag almost become the medium of exchange - 
Consul-General Runtex wrote from Hong- 
kong thatthe culture of the poppy in China 
is on a small scale ; only “an insigniticant 


} part » of China is devoted to its culture, 


Consn] Fowrer says it is impossible to give 
statistics, bat “it is known to all that, the 
arevis inereasing enurmonsly,” and tit the 
opium habit ia ineressing gradually evers- 
‘whero. Mr. Festee, the Consutat Amy, 
does not attempt to answer the questions 
in their relation to the whole of China, but 
confining himsel€ to their application to hi, 
own: consular district, he statea that accord | 
ing to the most relinble reports about 60 
per cent. of the arable Jand iu the district 
is devoted to the raising of the poppy, wud 
that its culture has inerease:] rapidly. Mr, 
Raaspane, the Consul at Tientsin, being 
extremely busy at the time, had a report 
prepared by the Interpreter of the Consulate. 
In this report it.is stated that, so far a8 
could be leamt, there has been no increase in 
the culture of the poppy during recent years 
owing to the ever-increasing 
levied. by the provincial and local aw 
thorities, which has inereased the cost of 
opium to'such an oxtent “ that, happily, it 
“jig getting more and more’ a luxury for 
“the rich, and beyond the mens of the 
“ ordinary classes.” - 


Whoever peruses these reports might” 


well ask, Where is truth’? He will probably 
find the nearest. approach to truth in the 
report furnished by Mr. Consul Gracey, 
of Foochow.. ‘After careful investigation he 


declares that the growing of the poppy is. 


manifestly increasing every year in Centr 
and Southern China. The amount of oj int 
produced in China, he says, is from 350;000 
picuts to 406,000 piculs. Mr. Gracey em- 
bodies in his report a computation of the 
growth of the poppy and the use of opium 
throughout the empire made by Mr. FE. 
Taytor, the Commissioner of Imperial Cus- 
tome, who 'was.at the time the Report was 
written in charge of the Statistical Depart. 
ment. Mr. Tatzoz calculated, allowing a 
moderate estimate of three hundred millions 
for the population of China, that. thore 
are ahout 5,000,000 wpium smokers in the 
empire. As to the area under cultivation 
of the poppy, he estimates that if one-third 
of the area of the empire is cultivated 
land in every bundred mow of cultivated 
land only half a mow (6 mow to the acre) 
would bender opium and that only for 
part of the year. 

We are asked to review these reports 
“in some home paper, secular or religious.” 
We do not know what lessons we are ex- 
pected to derive from their perusal, but the 
balance of reliable testimony seems to be 
clently against the well-known views of tho 
Anti-Opium Society. In the absence of 
any accurate statistics we have to take our 
choice betsveen the statements that the 
cultivation of the poppy is (1) “ evormously 
increasing” in China; (2) ‘that “the 
cultivation of the poppy probably reached 
its utmost limit several years ago, and that 
ne extension of poppy cultivation is enter- 
tained” ; and (3) that “ only an ivsignificant 
part of China is devoted to the culture of 
the poppy.” Assuming it to be a fact that 
the cultivation of the poppy has increased 
of late years, it does not follow that opium- 
amoking is increasing. In the. last ten 
years the import of foreign opium has 
been steadily declining. . In 1892 the quan- 
tity imported was 70,782 picule; in 1902 
the quantity. was 50,801 piculs—a decline 
of 20,000 piculs in ten years. : 

The answers to the other questions in the 
State Department’s circular are quite as 
amusingly diverse as they are in regard to 
the cultivation of the. poppy, bat wehave 
not the space to discuss them now. Opium- 
smoking may be a baneful habit, but in the

TIVAL AT MACAO. 
————— 

Macno, usally so dull and quiet, was very gay 
lost Saturday and Sunday. The occasion was the 
annual feast of St. Anthony of Pudua, a saint 
highly venerated by the Portugness in every. 
part of the world. Great preparations were 
made by the people of Macuo in general, and 
those of the district of St. Anthony in par, 
ticular, for the feast. From the ruins of the, 
anciont. Church of St. Paulo to the Caméen’s 
Garilens triumphal arches, flags, banners and 
lanterns were fixed up. beatin evidence of hard 
and painstaking work on the part of the com- 
mittee in charge of the decorations. Under 
the first of these arches a number of little 
girls were posted, to eollect money for defray- 
ing. the expenses of the feast, and judging 
from the large numbers of people who of neces- 


sity passed through in order to see the decora- 
tions, these girls must have netted quite a nice 
sum for the fund. The feast actually commenced 
on Saturday afternoon, when His Lordship the 
Bishop of Macao blessed and distributed alms, 
consisting of wine, rice and fruits, to over 300 
poor people. The sorvice on Sunday began 
with a Pontifical High Mass by the Bishop at 
the Parochial Church of St. Anthony, and in 
the afternoon at half-past five a long procession 
started from the same church and wended its 
way. through the stréets of the town. The 
Bishop was assisted by. all the clergy in 
the ceremonies. The Governor of Macao 
was represented. by his atde-de-camp, who 
walked immedintely behind the Bishop, 
and the procession . was followed by .8 
large number of tho devotees of the saint both 
of Hongkong and Macao. Frorw evory coign of 
vantage there were crowds of sightseers, owners 
of houses in the vicinity dispensing hospitality 
to their friends. Among these was the large 
and well-known house of the late Commendado 
Lourengo Marques, which stands not only as an 
historical Jandmark of the district of St. 
Anthony, but of the well-known Marques fomily, 
as well, . .- 
In the evening there were Kermesse fireworks 
and a band’ performance on the Praca Luiz de 
Camdes; the facade of the church and several 
houses . were. “sexy. gaily. illaminated, and the 
crowd of people, both foreigners and Chi- 
nese, who thronged. there was enormous. 
There: ‘were! close Sapon 1,500 yisitors from 
Hongkong; sther than Chinese, in Macao’ on 
he police kept excellent order, 
and-"3 ye uot heard of any accidents.

FRANCE AND THE WAR. 

Ow Paris correspondent writes :— 

The-fact that the French Press has once 
more indulged in’ wild xumours respecting the 
Far East is regrettable ; however, the fit is only. 
ofatemporary nature,. To publish a series of 
sensational and unreliable reports of hattles, 
defeats, and successes, is to depart from the 
common-sense policy which has been followed of 
lata by Journalistic France. No doubt. the 
ernushing defeats of the Russians, ond their con- 
stant retreats, are galling to- many Russophiles. 
The French as usual were kept in the dark about 
tho inferiority of the “ allies "—hence why they 
passed through various stuges - of disbelief, 
absurb prophesy, and sadden astonishment, on 
reading the more truthful reports in English 
amd American journals. After all it is not 
difficult to understand the Continental point of 
view. France, as everyone knew, "had two 
reasons to fear war. Russia had raised los 
after. loati from her generous friend avd 
ally. .As. many as four hundred millions had 
passed from Paris to the Russian capital ;-the 
worst of it was that the script was not only held 
“py big financial houses, but’ by thousands of 
cautiousshopkeepersand thrifty ‘peasants seatter- 
ed over the whole country. Nor was this all, for 
there was the possibility of France being drag- 


ged into the conflict, which would have certainly . 


been followed by Great Britain flying to the 
assistance of Japan. M. Loubet, who is an 
exemplary President, and a man of posce, took 
in the critical situation at a glances; the working 
classes, as well as the business and commercial 
communities, became more reasonable, and spoke 
less of fighting. None knew better than thoy 
what disastrous effects a fight in which France 
and Great'Britain were involved would have on 
the nation. ‘They were shrowd onough to re- 
member that beyond the fulfilment of treaty 
obligations, they haa nothing to gain. by 
niding Russia, so France remained peaceful. 
Parisians are become loss Rasgopliile than 
they were; uordo they credit to the same extent: 
as formerly Russian accounts of the war, 
which aro at best but pure imagination, and 
intended to throw dust’ into people's eyes. The 
usoless destructive.work of the Muscovites ig 
not war; the world is now able to perceive 
that they undertook a task much too consider- 
able for them, and are ‘now paying: dear by for 
their foolishness; the sympathy which the 
vanquished expected is conspicuous by its 
absence. Even in France, delight is expressed 
in certain quarters at the punighmenti: inflicted 
on them by the Japanese, whose pluck has 
caused them to rise in the estimation of a great 
nimber of people. The Japaneso advance 
is being watched with, the keenest interest. 
That the Russians may fight « little while 
longer is possible, though the-nef drawn round 
them is being tightened by the victorious 
Japs. General Kuropatkin has not as yet 
mde a favourable impression;here ; forty-sight 
guns and 3,000 men killed and wounded *is 
indeed considered 9 very big price for what he 
calls the “strategical advantage” of getting 
hia enemy into the place where the 
Japs wunted to be. More Russian surrenders 
are expected; the latter, however willing they 
are to fight, aro most seriously handicapped, and 
cannot face superior numbers. The Japs are 
literally swarming, and: insist on their rivals 
fighting or surrendering. Tho Tsar must wish 
the war over by this, considering how little his 
soldiers havé done to. prove their valour, Tho 
treatment. of the Russian -wounded, and the 
i chivalry shown to Russian officers by the Japa-

THE GOBELIN TAPESITIES, 

The reckless use whieh is made of the ancient 
Gebolins tapestries, which continue ‘to be Tent 
out. right and’ left for all kinds of exhibitions, 
the furnishing: of official residences, ministeries, 
fetes, &c.;-has boon taken up by tho French art 
world, and an appeal to the public has been made 
to support the offorts boing mudy to stop such 
4 national abuse, When tho Tsar of Russia was 
last in France, cighty Gobelins tapestries were 
sent to decorate the Chateau de Compiogne, and 
soventy wore retained, It is. w graat pity that 
Parisians know so little about the Manufacture 
Ne#anale des Gobslina, which includes taperty; 
as well us carpot midiitificlors: Vieltard—ospo- 
cially English ond Americans—iover leave 
Paris without paying this placo a visit; lovers 
of the beuutiful seem never tired of contemplat- 
ing the rich treasures and other. chef-d'eurres 
to be found collected together in this building, 
Tt may bo said-that from the Mth century dyors 
of wool have been established in the Faubourg 
5. Marcel, upon the Bievro, the water of that 
stredim beitig favourable to the process of dyeing. 
One of them, Jean Gobelin, who lived in 1450, 
aeqiired considerable property in ‘the neigh. 
bourhood, His descendants continued his trade 
with success, ard, having become extromely 
rich. discontinued business, and oventually filled 
varioub offices in the State,’ To them sneceeded 
Messvs, Canago, who, not confining thomselyes 
to. dyeing wool, worked tapestry for hangings, 
a manufacture until that period confined to 
Flanders, About 1655 they were aeceodod by 
wv Dutelman named Gluck, bringing with him 
a workman named Jean Linnson, who excelled 
in tho art. Tho establishment prospering, 
Louis XIV., at the suggestion of Colbert, do- 
termined to convert. it into a royal manufactory. 
Tho houses and gardons of the establishment 
wore purchased in 1662, Skilful artists woro at. 
tached to the manufactory, and five years later 


Lebrun painted his famous battles of Alexander | 
the Great as patterns for this manufactory. 


tupestry-manufuctory; it was mado o royal 
establishment in 1604, by Marie de Medicis, in 
favour of Piorre Dupont, who invented the 
process for finishing the carpets, aud who was 
placed at: its head with tho title of director, 
The workshopsoriginally situated in the Louvre, 
wore transferred in 1615 to a soap-mynatactory , 
at Chaillot, and the establishment hence derived 
tho name of La Savounerie, In 1826 it was 
ennexed to the Gobelins. Part of this establish- 
mont was burot down by the Communists on’ 
May 24th, 1871; tho magnificent carpets con- 
tained in the show-rooms perished in the flames, 


} being placed vertical, ii contra-distinction to 


together with soveral looms. Tho work dono 
here is called the fi «te-Eisee,. from the warp 


tho busse-liase dono at Bowuvaix, where'the warp 
is horizontal, In the tapestry work, which is 
called tise, the workmoa stands at the back of 
the canvas on, which he is employed, with the 
model bohind him, to which hooccasionally refers, 
in order to adjust the colour of hie woollen or silk 
thread to that part of the picture ho is copying, 
the object of the process being to present ag 
smooth ‘and delicate a surface as possible; all 
cuttings and fastenings ara porformad at the 
lack. Hence the necessity of his working on 
the wrong side. The carpet work is called 
velours ; hore the workman stands on the right 
side, with the model over his head, at a proper 
distance from his eyes, Aso woolly surface ix 
required, the workman in weaving, cuts on the 
right side of the piece. The carpets munutac- 
tured hexe are considored far suporior to the 
Porsian for the ovenness of their surface, the 
finenessand the strength of thoir textures, The 
colours and designs are perfect, Some of the 
earpets tuke as long as 5 to 10 yours to he made, 
and cost from 00 to 150,000 francs, and even at 
these high privos the workmen sre ory in- 
adequately paid. Nove are gold. Tho largest 
earpot ever made was that mauufactured at 
Du Savonnerie for the gallery of the Louvre ; 
it consists of 72 pieces, forming altogether a 
longth of more than 1,300 feet. In one 
“of the rooms are to bo seen’ several presses, 


filled with specimens of colours for dying, |. 


and also of wool ready dyed. About 120 
workmen are employed in the establishment; 
they earn from 1,500 to 3,000 franes » year, and 
receive pensions: of from 600 to 1,000 francs, 
whon disabled by age or infirmity, ‘The pro- 
ductions of this manufactory, which belongs to 
the. Government, are chiefly destined for the 
palacos of the State. Connocted with‘ thie 
minufuctory is an establishment for dyeing 
wool, directed by able chomists, whore an intinite 
variety of shades-—~many unknown in tho trads 
—are produced. There is also a school of 
design, and.an annual courso of lectures on 
chemistry, a8, applicable to dyeing, is given 
from October to January.

Ms. Coasnt Little in coaclu ling bis report 
on the trade of Indo-Chiha for 1909 yays :-— 


a lorge Paris bazaar, dosides fun officer 
in tho French Military | Balloon Corps, 
by which thirteen persons wore badly hurt, 
is much dixoussnd here, the whole§un fortunate 
affuir being attributed to carelessness, - The 
thre soronauts, M, Bacon and two of his 
friends, started from the Nanterre gas works, 
Something sesmed to have gone wrong with the 
balloon soon after its ascension ; fearing to, fal] 
ou the houses, M. Bacon thraw out a consider- 
ablo amount of ballast, in. the hope of getting 
away into the conntry.. ‘Che balloon did ascend 
several hundred feet, but slowly fell again ; the 
neronauts then frantically ’ threw everything 
out of tho car, Jucluding a'-lunch basket, and 
several bottles of champagno ; ono of the bottles 
injured a horse, while a second crashed through 
the ukylight of a house. As soon us tho guide 
ropo camo within reach, o rash ‘wus made by J 
several people, and the balloon pu'led to earth. 
It descended opposite No. 17, Ruc Edouard 
Robert, at the. open windows .of which 
many persons were watching.” M. Bacon, 
pereaiving a gentleman at the open window 
smoking, shouted to him to put out. his cigar, 
and go in at ouca, und shut the windows. Not 
tho slightest attention was paid to this, the 
people merely pushing the balloon away from 
the windowa with their hands ‘whenever it 


came too near thom. A tremendous explosion | 


was suddenly heard, anda rash of gas; the 
explosion cansed an enormous sheet of flame | 
to enter the open windows of No. 17, and the 
house immediutely caught fire, but the prompt 
arrival of the firemon, who mastered the flames, 
aved much destruction. Whether the explosion 
was really causod hy: the lighted cigar of the 
gontloman ut the window, or by somebody in the 
crowd is not known ; pocket knives “wero freely 
used to got the balloon to earth. Tho injuries 
to the occupants of tho: house turned ont very 
serious; the worst oaacs being those of M. 
Alfred Sergent, his wife. and little daughter. 
Ho had his clothes literally blown off his body 
bythe foreo of tho explosion. as be stood nt the’

T may, parhaps, usefully being together here 
some facts which indicate the present con. 
dition and faturo prospo +s of the colony. . 

Tho following aro sone of the anunat charges 
ofastrikiug character paid by the colony :— 
Subsidies to mail boats, £64,000; subsidies to 
other shipping, paid or ubout to ba paid, £49,000; 
together, £104,000; othor subsidies, £40,009 ; 
say a total of £150,009, Sabsidios and bounties 
to planters, about $500,000; administration of 
Kwaneechouwan, $550,000; cost of sapporting 
20 to 80 dvetors, achoolmastors and postal agents 
in China and Siam; maintenanes. of four com: 
moreial attach¢s or agents in China nod Sinm; 
nearly the whole cost of maintaining an.army; 
of some 35,000 men, and four or five amall 
Bink-ats, besides at lenst 10,0) native police 
with jbout 400 French officers; maintenance of 
about 4,006 French officials; interest on loans 
of some £6,000,000. 

Tho following ‘are the known items of 
oxtraordinary expenditure incurred during the 
last fow years:—Railway surveya in” China, 
akout $250,000; orection of post offisés, schools 
and hospitals in China, probably $100,000 to 
$300,000; at least $22,000 has been spent on 
‘the post ofico at Carton, and about $10,000 on 
buildings at Pakhoi; cost of Hanoi Exhibition, 
$2,433,000. : 

Tn addition to the foregoing itoms should bo 
noted the large ‘sums spant on publie works, 
which include, to mention, only a few, about 
£1,000,000 on the canals in Cochin-China, and 
probably at least an equal amount on harbour 
works; erection of a telegruph system of some 
14,000 kiloms, ; erection of nunerous tine 
‘barracks and public buildings; making and 
ropair of some thousands of miles of roads 
(partly dono, howovor, with proceeds of loans). 
The railways L do not include, as they are 
being built with borrowed money, although 
some of the big bridges, e.g, at Hanoi, Saigon 
and Hué, costing nearly 10,000,000 fr, lave 
beon paid for ont of onrrent revenue, 

The above list is by uo means complete, but 
I think it goes a long way towards justifying 
tho views I have expressed regarding the actual 
and potential valno of the colony to France, 
People who visit the country often make the 
mistake of forming their opinion of it by what
